While Madero Prepare For 
Conflict 


Washington.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States was organ- 
ized last April, in this city, at a con- 
ference of commercial bodies from all 
states, called, at the request of Presi- 
dent Taft, by Hon. Charles Nagel, Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor. About 
700 delegates attended the conference, 
representing 392 chambers of com- 
merce, boards of trade and other asso- 
ciations organized in the interest of 
commerce and trade in its various 
phases. Practically every state was 
represented by one or more organiza- 
tions, and in addition there were dele- 
gates from the Philippine Islands, Por- 
to Rico, Hawaii, and the American 
chambers of commerce of Paris, Brus- 
sels and Constantinople. i 

The sessions of the conference lasted 
during April 22 and 23, and as a re- 
sult the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States was formed, its charter 
adopted, its officers and standing com- 
mittees selected, and arrangements 
made for permanent national headquar- 
ters in this city, which have since been 
opened, on the seventh floor of the new 
Riggs building, Fifteenth and G 
streets northwest, where a large staff 
of officers and clerks is busy carrying 
on the work in hand. Its agents are 
constantly in the field, visiting the 
numerous trade bodies in the various 
cities of the country, for the purpose of 
awakening that general interest among 
business which must go before any 
marked degree of success for the na- 
tional organization. Its president, 
Harry A. Wheeler, a banker of Chicago, 
is giving liberally of his time and 
talents in doing work of a similar 
charactér. His address outiining the 
scope and character of the national 
new chamber of commerce have be- 
come the standard literature on that 
question. The cNatber periodically 
publishes a newspaper fn. this city, 
which is cnatiges every daily news 
paper and every business organizatiod, 
in order that the widest publicity may 


City of Mexico.—Although President 
Madero and his Cabinet Ministers 
minimize the importance of the Diaz 
-evolution at Vera Cruz, it is felt by 
foreigners that a crisis has been 
reached in the affairs of Mexico. 
resignation of his :Cabinet was de- 
manded in the Chamber of Deputies 
by Deputy Querido Moheno, but the 
President of the Chamber refused to 
permit discussion. 

With General Felix Diaz, nephew of 
the exiled ex-President, in undisputed 
control of Vera Cruz, Mexico’s most 
important seaport, reports have 
reached here also of new uprisings in 
various parts of the republic, includ- 
ing the city of Pachuca, only fifty-five 
miles from the capital. Besides this, 
the loyalty of the army is questioned. 

Doubts as to the specific object of 
the Diaz revolt were removed when he 
was proclaimed provisional President 
by Colonel Jose Diaz Ordax, his cousin 
and commander of the Twenty-first In- 
fantry, stationed at Vera Cruz. 

So far advanced are the plans of 
Diaz and his suporters that they are 
said to have already selected a pro- 
visional cabinet. Among’ those com- 
posing it is General Bernardo Reyes, 
who is now in the military prison of 
the capital as the result of the failure 
of an attempted rebellion a year ago. 
He has been named Minister of War. 

Felix Diaz, in a proclamation which 
has reached the capital, bitterly as- 
sailed President Madero and his fam- 
ily. The President is accused of being 
a murderous tyrant, whom Diaz calls 
en all, especially the army, to assist 
him in overthrowing. : 

Diaz promises that once peace has 
been restored, elections will be hon- 
estly conducted. In the meantime, the 
Provisional Government will, he says, 
be carried on by honest and capable 
men regardless of political affiliations. 
At’a meeting of the Vera Cruz Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Felfx Diaz gave the 
assurance that no férced loans would 
be made. 

Several hundred rifles and some mil- 
lions of cartridges being unloaded from 
a German steamer at Vera Cruz are 
assumed to have fallen into the hands 
of tho rebels. They had been ordered 
by tbe Federal Government. There 
also ‘were a number of machine guns 
on board. 


Sacramento—That contemporaneous- 
ly with the expenditure of the $18,000, - 
000 for the state highway system, the 
various -counties will, in the aggre- 
gate, spend $18,000,000 more in im- 
proving their tributary systems, is 
the prediction made by the California 
highway commission in its first bulle- 
tin, just issued. 


In regard to coun highway work 
the commission says: 


‘“‘That the state highway undertak- 
ing has aroused public interest in good 
roads throughout the state of California 
is evidenced by the activities of various 
counties in preparing to permanently 
improve their respective county high- 
way systems and connect them with 
the state’s trunk roads. 


“Credit is particularly due to Sacra- 
mento, Los Angeles, San Diego and 
San Joaquin counties for having 
‘pioneered’ in {independent efforts to 
substantilly improve their public roads. 
‘In September, 1907, Sacramento 
voted bonds in the.sum of $825,000 for 
good road purposes—$600,000 to cover 
the construction of 104 miles of high- 
ways and $22,000 for building bridges 
About the same time Los Angeles 
voted $3,000,000 for like purposes. On 
March 16, 1908, San Joaquin followed 
suit by bonding itself for $1,890,000 for 
good roads, and on August 3, 1909, San 
Diego pledged he credit in the sum of 
$1,200,000 to permanently improve her 
highway system. 
‘“‘Ventura county has already ex- 
pended the most of its $250,0000f bonds 
for bridges, and has recently con- 
structed by direct taxation a bridge 
over Ventura river at Ventura at a 
cost of $50,000. 
‘San Benito county this year has 
bonded itself for $300,000 for county

WHO I$ TO DRAG THE ROADS? 


Attitude of “Let George Do It” Very 
Much in Evidence In Road- 
Dragging Proposition. 


The attitude of “Let George do it” 


‘Is very much in evidence in the road- 


dragging proposition, and the city 
man is always willing to let the farm- 
er do ft. Road dragging is an abso- 
lutely proved method and jt should be 
done, but by whom? It is true that 
taxation {s never very even, but that 
is no reason for trying to get some- 
thing for nothing, says a writer in an 
exchange. It is said the farmer ts 
benefited by good roads, which !s per- 
fectly true, but so are many other 
people, and the farmer has already 
paid his road tax, whilst many other 
users have escaped in part because 
their, property is not so evident to the 
assessor. 

The good roads enthusiast says the 
farmer can drag roads in his spare 
time. So he can, and there is no rea- 
son why the city man should not hook 
a drag behind his auto evenings and 
do some good whilst he gives his fam- 
lly an airing. None whatever! Lots 
of autos have plenty of power to pull 
a road drag. I haven't seen the city 
man doing this yet, and I don’t expect 
to any more than I expect to see a 


voluntary system of ‘road dragging | 


suecessful in the long run because it is 
entirely inequitable. The common- 
sense solution is to drag the roads 
and pay the man who does it a fair 
remuneration, either in cash or coun- 
ty warrants. If a farmer lives on a 
road where the wear and tedr is con- 
tinuous the road will need more drag-, 
ging, though he himself makes no 
more use of {t than his heighbor on a 
back road, and each should be paid 
for the work he does and those who 
do no work should bear their full 
expect

PAY FOR ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


In Many Instances Bonds Issued by 
Counties Sold at a Premlum— 
Farmers Galn. 


There is financial wisdom in float- 
Ing county bonds for road {mprove- 
ment. In many cases those bonds 
sold at a premium and everybody in- 
terested gains a benefit. 

In some southern states good roads 
bonds have brought a price so high 
that the premium has wiped out two 
or three years’ interest on the prin- 
cipal. 

In Bradley county, Tennessee, but 
a few .years ago, the supervisors vot- 
ed a bond issue of $90,000. Those 
bonds bore jnterest at the rate of 5 
per cent. ; 

So enthusiastic were the citizens 
for road improvement and so much 
confidence did they have in the local- 
{ty in which they lived, that the 
premium was $20,000, the cash sales 
placing in the county treasury $110,- 
000. 

It has been ascertained by the of- 
fice of public roads, the bureau of the 
federal census, and the land and in- 
dustrial divisions of twelve great 
railroads, that the building of modern 
highways immediataely enhances the 
value ‘of the property through which 
they run to a marked extent. 

This increase is estimated. by the 
most conservative at $2 an acre, and 
by the more enthusiastic at $9. All 
concede, howewer, that the increase is 
immediate and inevitable. 

Place the acreage of the rural por- 
tion of a county, therefore, at 200,000 
acres and the increased valuation due 
to the construction of better high- 
ways. at but $4.50 an acre, and it will 
be seen that the property holders 
whose land is to be thus benefited 
would gain not less than $900,000.

Where grain is badly laid or the 
ground wet, there are many advan-

grain and the elevators continue in 
motion when the horses are stopped if 
too wide a swath has been taken and 
the aprons choked. Where irrigation 
ditches have been plowed in or on 
side hills,’ the bull wheel will slip 
sidewise on wet ground; motion is lost 
and we choke up, have to clear things 
and begin all over again.

VERY, summer ships of the, 

North Atlantic squadron are as- 

sembled in the still waters of 

Cape Cod Bay for target prac- 

tice, and inefdentally to enter- 
‘ain the summer visitors at the Cape 
villages of the north shore from Prov- 
incetown as far as ‘Dennis. On the re- 
ceiving days, when the officers and 
men are ready to play hosts to the 
civilian population, there are scores 
of launches and pleasure craft plying 
between the fleet and the shore lana- 
ings, carrying loads of -excursionists, 
to whom a peep at the inside workings 
of these war engines is a great event. 
Traditionally sailors and officers’ are 
courteous, and they seem very glad to 
conduct the visitors about and unswer 
the unending questions. 

When there is to be target’ practice 
the great fleet steams slowly out of 
Provincetown Harbor early in the day 
and steers across toward the Dennis 
shore, a distance of about fifteen or 
twenty miles, and falls into line for- 
mation, preparatory to the day’s work. 
Meanwhile the targets at which the 
battleships are to aim are being ar- 
ranged off shore, about five miles at 
sea. One of the reasons why the fleet | 
gathers here in this way is because 
there is very little traffic of fishing 
vessels or steamers to interfere with 
the practice, and the watchers, scan- 
ning the seaward horizon with their 
poweriul glasses in search of such 
passing craft, seldom have to give 
warning. < 

As Seen From Shore. 

The men behind the big guns on the 
ships, five miles away, have to live up 
to the navy's traditional marksman- 
ship if they are to hit the rolling can- 
vas targets, no more than twenty-five 
feet square. This practice cannot be 
carried on in rough water, and it is 
the smooth water of Cape Cod Bay 
that brings the warships here for big 
gun practice. > 

The spectator on shore, who at 
North Dennis may be within perhaps 
two or three miles of the battleship, 
first sees a sharp burst of smoke is- 
sue from the ship. An Instant later, 
before any report is heard, is seen the 
spray shooting high in the alr where 
the shot has struck the water far out 
in the bay. Then comes the roar of 
the gun, which rings long and loud for 


several seconds, reverberating like 
heavy thunder. In fact, when the 
heaviest guns, are being used, the 


houses on the cape tremble and win- 
dows rattle for some time after the 
charge is fired. A few years ago the 
big guns were fired frequently with 
heavy charges and windows along the 
shores at Dennis were often broken by 
the jar. The heavy gun firing can be 
easily heard all over the cape and the 
jar felt in buildings as well. It is 
related that an accidental discharge 
of a gun pointing shoreward once sent 
a@ shell in the direction of Hast Den- 
nis. It struck an empty house, which, 
naturally, was entirely demolished. 
In all the practice here—and the 
squadron has assembled in the Massga- 
chusetts waters for several years—no 
reports of any damage done by stray 
shots beyond the targets have been 
heard, though there is considerable 
traffic on some days between Boston 
and Provincetown... The excursion 
steamer Dorothy Bradford plys be- 
tween these potnts twice daily, and 
would be in a direct line of fire.

The North Atlantic fleet usually re.

Many of the wives 
and families of the officers stay at the 
Cape while the fleet is assembled. in 
the bay.
